Here is considerable water power, for- 
merly fully occupied in various manu- 
factories of Wool and Cotton, &c. but 
for some reason the mills have gone 
down, and as asequence the once busy 
and prosperous town is now a very: 
quiet and innocent looking burgh.— 
For my own gratification I copied ver- 
batim the following inscription from a 
stone in the sadly neglected cemetery: 

“In memory of Mrs. Margaret Whe- 
ler Who died May 14th, 1776, aged 88 
years. Be it remember ed that this was 
the first Parson Inter’d in this grave- 
yard.

quence, at once almost abandoned. 


-The farmer should take a broader view 


of things, and persue a steady, onward 
course,avoiding all extremes, as well as 
sudden changes. 
of his farm products are more adapted 
to the feed of cattle, borses and swine 
than to sheep, he should, if for no oth- 
er reason, 
these animals, any excitement in favor 
of sheep notwithstanding. My own 
See most decidedly is, that the 

time has come when thé? best interests 
of the farmers of Michigan requires 


that a portion of the attention now be- 


ing devoted to sheep husbandry should 
be directed to that of other kinds of 
stock. 

But to return again from this digres- 
sion to the subject of sheep and wool. 

One of the most serious difficulties 
with which farmers have to contend, is 
the combinations that are too often 
sought to be made by purchasers to se- 
cure their wool at the lowest possible 
figures. The manufacturers and wool 
buyers undoubtedly act in concert, at 
some considerable extent, to 
depress the pori and especially so be- 


fore and about the time that the new 


clip is coming in, They are well drill- 
ed in this, and many of their operations 
At such 
times they pretend not to be in want of 
wool, that the demand will be light, 
&c. Purchases are made very spar- 
ingly, and temporary supplies are se- 
eüred from other sources, even at 9 
higher cost than the farmers ask. This 
is done upon the ground that an occa- 
sional sacrifice of this kind pays well 
in the end, if thereby they are Fea 


bulk of domestic wool. Bene ib 
fictitious sales are reported, and vari- 
ous other means are employed to this 
end, with the view that a few holders 
at least, either from necessity or timid- 
ity, may be induced to sell, and thus 
aid their efforts to establish low prices. 

It thus beeomes the duty of the far- 
mers to act with much consideration, 
study and wisdom; and purely as å 
matter of self-defence, to adopt some 
concert of action among themselves 
for the proteetion of their own inter- 
ests. . When the price is low and the 
market dull at the time of shearing, 
there should not be too much haste in 
making sales. In.1861, I think it was, 
the farmers were over anxious to sell, 
for no other reason than because the 
price of wool was at that time low and 
the market dull. They then overlook- 
ed the established commercial fact that 
depressed markets generally advance, 
rather than retrogade, and that Gov: 
ernment disbursements then certain to 
be made would create funds and a 
higher market, and that the demand 
for the staple would increase. They 
consequently sold for twenty-five cents 
per pound, fleeces that in less than 
three months co mmanded from forty- 
They also in. many 
instances, alera to sell their fleeces 
less than half the sum they would bring 
in-a very few weeks. On the other 
hand, as is too common, when weol at 
the time of shearing commands a high 
pre and the market is brisk, farmers 
are inclined to held on for still higher 
prices. But this is another mistake in 
the opposite direction, * The - rule 
should be, “sell when the market is 
quick and prices are good, and hold on 
when the market is dull and prices are 
low.’ 

Before leaving this subject, permit 
me to call your attention to another 
important matter in connection with 
sheep husbandry in this State. Suf- 
ficient care has not been heretofore .ta- 
ken to clean and otherwise properly 
pr epare this great and important staple 
for the market , and the consequence 


| has been that tha character and repre- 
| sentation of “ Michigan wool,” 


sorry to discover, has been very seri- 
ously. lowered in the market, and a 
great loss to the producers has thereby 
been sustained.. Itis a fact perhaps 
not generally known, that from.this 
cause alone, “ Ohio wool” sells for as 
much as from fwe to ten cents per pound 
higher than “ Michigan wool.” 

This is certainly a serious matter, 
and prompt and efficient measures, of 
some kind, should at once be taken to 
remedy the evil; and every wool-grow- 
er should feel, as he really is, person- 
ally interested in the work. Icom- 
mend this subject, gentlemen, to your 
serious consideration, and trust some 
concert of action will be had to prevent 
a continuance of this great evil, and to 
place “Michigan wool” where it should 
most certain ily stand, at the head of the 
list. If this ean be done in no other 
Wale I would suggest.the formation of 

ee W ool-Growers Board of Trade,” 
or some other efficient organization for 
the purpose—if for no other—of tra- 
cing out and holding up to scorn every 
individual who shall ma in inflicting so 
serious.an injury to this great interest, 
and of doing so greata wrong to his 
neighbors and fellow- citizens, and that 
too, from the base and fraudulent mo- 
tive of selling dirt and tags for fine 
wool—for be assured that any impo 
sition of this sort, practiced upon man- 
ufacturers, will recoil upon our own 
heads; and where one eent will thus 
be saved, thousands, yes, tens of thou- 
sands of dollars will be indirectly lost 
to the farmers of Michigan. And the 
loss they ive sustained from this 
cause during the last three or four years 
wilt une doubte ədly exceed the enormous 


‘sum of two millions of dollars. 


WE notice that the principal wool 
merchants of New York, O! 110, Michi- 
gan, and other W estern States, have 
agreed to adopt the following scale of 
deductions in all their purchases of 
wool, V1 

One half on Unwashed Buck’s Flee- 
ces. os third on Washed Buck’s 
Fleeces. One third on all other Un- 
senatiod or Black Fleeces. A proper 
deduction on allunmerchantable, which 
includes badly cotted, poorly washed, 
excessive twine, and fleeces containing 
tags or any foreign matter.
